SACRAMENTO, July 6.—Governor 
Johnson has issued a statement out- 
ling the position of 
the 
California 
Roosevelters in 
the 
coming 
cam­ 
paign. He declares that at ji confer­ 
ence held yesterday at the 
capital 
the Progressives determined 
to use 
every legitimate effort to cast Cali­ 
fornia's electoral vote for Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
The Governor asserta that Taft Is 
not morally the 
Republican 
candi­ 
date, and scores the Chicago conven­ 
tion. 
The statement fulfills the pre­ 
diction that he 
would 
attempt to 
pledge the Republican candidates for 
presidential 
electors 
to 
vote 
for 
Roosevelt, without attempting to put 
a third party in the field. 
Governor Johnson says: 
"Our presidential electors, under 
the law are selected by the candi­ 
dates for the legislature 
chosen at 
the direct primaries. 
There 
Is a 
wide divergence In 
opinion 
as 
to 
whether the candidates for presiden­ 
tial electors can by petition be put 
on the ballot by party designation, or 
if thus placed on the ballot, can be 
voted for in a single group. 
Many 
insist that the only party 
designa­ 
tions available are the 
Republican, 
Democratic and Socialist. It is there­ 
fore determined 
that those 
candi­ 
dates for the legislature 
in the Re­ 
publican party who are progressive 
shall agree that lf 
successful they 
will nominate such 
candidates 
for 
presidential electors as will vote for 
Roosevelt 
The fight will be made 
openly. The Taft and Roosevelt men 
have an equal chance. 
In addition 
to mailing the fight thus boldly upon 
the legislative candidates, 
petitions 
will be circulated that electors fa­ 
vorable to Roosevelt be nominated, 
so that Roosevelt electors 
can 
be 
placed on the callot in any event, lf 
this can be done legally. 
The next 
session of the 
legislature will at­ 
tempt to amend the primary law so 
that a party deslgnauon as 'Progres­ 
sive' may be placed on

ballot 
without question.”

How instantly the impression 
of a character creates itself, springing into 
shape behind the deed! A man can not sell 
you goods across the counter, or drive you a 
mile in his carriage on the road, or take your 
ticket on the cars, or hold a door open for you 
to pass, without your getting, if you are 
sensitive’ some idea of what sort of a man he 
is, and seeing his deed colored with the com­ 
plexion of his character.

Persistent rumors coupled with the 
obvious advantages of such a plan in­ 
dicate that the Southern Pacific sys­ 
tem is behind the
